Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 19-36,38-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 19-36 provide for the use of a compound, but, since the claim does not set forth 
any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 19-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for 
example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). Claims 38-50 are method claims depending 
from use claims. Since the use claims are improper (not clearly stating active step), the active 
step in method claims 38-50 is also unclear. For this reason, claims 38-50 are also rejected for 
the same reason as claims 19-36. 
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Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aziz et al 
(Microbios, 1998, vol 93, pp. 43-54). Aziz teaches that phenolic compounds such as p-coumaric 
acid can be added to an animal's (livestock) diet to prevent disease. Aziz also teaches that the 
compound has both bacteriostatic and fungistatic (parasiticidal) characteristics. See page 43 
paragraph 2, page 49 paragraph 3 and page 53 paragraph 1.
